The Inside Ulistory of the Convention. 
A GLIMPSE OF THE LAST CAUCUSES—THE CONFIR2- 
ENCE COMMITTEE — MAJOR M'DANIEL'S WITH- 
DRAWAL—HOW THE NOMINATION WAS FINALLY. 

MADE. 

In the closing peges of ‘‘ Vanity Fair’’ there is a 
picture of Becky Sharp, stauding behind a curtain, 
in the attitude of a fury, listeniag to a conversation 
between Joseph Shelley and his brother-in-law, of 
which she is the subject. The picture made things 
look bad for Shelley, but no explanation was made 
by the novelist of the outcome or the motive of this 
new Clytemnestia. Some one asked Thackeray what 
he intended the public to understand by it, and 
whether the picture forecasted the death of Shelley, 
which occurred shortly afterwards. 

“i've thought that very thing over myself,’’ said 
Thackeray, ‘‘and I’yecome to the conclusion that 
I don't know!’”’

The best opinion On both sides agrees that there 
would not have been three votes dirference either 
way. ‘lhe best count made by either side ranged 
from 176 to 150—176 being necessary to elect. 

Now inelegislature a majority of two or three 
votes is sufficient for a definite calculation—bde- 
cause in a legislature each man hasone yete, and 
the same men cast it always, and are sworn voters. 
In a convention the votes are held in fractions or 
in lumps, and the voters are continually changing. 
This morning‘it is delegates who vote and to-morrow 
aiternates and the nextday proxies, and the constit- 
uents are not fixed, and the count cunnot be abse- 
lutely fixed. 

The last night of the Boynton caucus the count 
of the advisory cominittee was 17% votes. The next 
day it was ascertained that two of these votes would 
have beeu lost, and that two votes counted ad- 
verseiy would have been gained. What othe: 
changes might have developed during roll call, and 
whether they would have increased or wiped out 
Boynton’s majority no one can tell. Both sides 
were confident, aud yet neither was 
assured. The Boynton men expected the 
issue to come on the next to t e last ballot 
on Weduesday evening, and were ready for it. It 
isour opinion that two votes would have covered 
the majority of the wianer, and we believe under 
no circumstances would it have gone as high as five 
votes for either man. 


About the Conference Committee. 
HOW IT WAS BROUGHT ABOUT AND WHAT IT WAS 
INTENDED TO LO. 

On Thursday night there was restlessness on all 
sides. The general caucuses were more enthusias- 
tic than ever, but the advisory committees felt that 
the crisis would come with the morning, and were 
geiting ready for it. : 

At an early hour Thursday night General Phil 
Cook ordered that his name be withdrawn as soon 
as the couvention met the nextday. Mr. DuPont 
Guerry thereupon announced his determination of 
proposing a committee of conference, coustituted as 
provided by his resolution which afterwards passed. 
lt was said that prominent members of the Bacon 
caucus would supportit: thatit would command the 
support of the McDaniel and Cook men, and many 
of the Boynton men. 

The McDaniel caucus had adjourned with great 
enthusiasm, but Major McDaniel himself had de- 
termined to withdraw his name and had written 
his letter of withdrawal. A member of the McDan- 
jel caucus had appeared in both the Boynton and 
Bacon caucuses and had said to each that a majori- 
ty of the McDaniel votes would follow. A comuait- 
tee had been appointed by each caucus to investi- 
gate the matter and see exactly where the McDan- 
iel vote would go. The Bacon committee reported 
that Bacon would get 20 votes of the 34, and the 
Boynton committee reported that Boyuton would 
get 20 votes of the 34. 

In the meantime, the Richmond delegation was 
doing some work oa its own account. This delegu- 
Uon had given Governor Boynton staunch and un- 
wavering support, but is members be:ieved that 
the time had come when a nomination must be 


made, Mr, Walsh, therefore, proffered a resoluiion 
calling for a committee of three that 
would reguest the two leading candi- 


dates t>) Withdraw in the interest of harmony. 
When this proposition was submitted to the 
Boynton advisory committee it was received with 
litte favor. The Bonyton men were for making 
the fight straight out. Governer Boyn- 
ton himself in & speech of rare 
pauiotism urged his friends not to consider 
hls persoval claims for one moment when the in- 
legrity of ive party was threatened, and withdrew, 


leaving his friends perfectly unem- 
barrassed, Many of the stronger Boyn- 
tor men favored the suggestion. It was 


held thatif it passed, Governor Boynton would 

write a letter offering to make the sacrifice if the 
ounergentioman named inthe resolution would 
dothe same. If ihat gentleman refused, it wonld 
have put Governor Boynton ia a favorabie light, 
and he would have lost nothing. If he accepted, 
the harmony of the party would be restored, and a 
nomination made. 

The discussion in the Boynton committee lasted 
until 2 o'clock, when Mr. Walsh announced that he 
intended to put the motion on 
his own responsibility the next morning, 
end taking up his hat started off to 
bed. He was detained a few moments and the dis- 
cusiou renewed, and ended in the uvanimous de- 
rmination to support it. In the meantime the 
édvisory committee of the McDaniel caucus had 
refused by a vote of 3 tol, to agree to it, and the 
Cook men were wedded to Guerry’s idea of a confer- 
énce committee —so that morning came with only 
one Caucus Committed to the conference idea, and 
that one, only after Mr. Walsh bed announced bis 
purpose of offering it on his own respomsibility.

The Meeting of the Committee. 

THE TACTICS OF THE BALLOTS—THE SKIRMISHING AND

The session of the committee opened with the

voce, and the Bacon men Were put first on the list. 

Judge Erwin was made chairman and Mr. Par- 
ham secretary.

Law- 
ton, C. F, Crisp, T. G. Lawson, Henry R. Harris, J. 
H. Blount, H. G. Turnerand one or two others, and 
offered to elect either if the Bacon men would 
vote for him. 

General Young then nominated the Hon. W. E. 
Sinith and the Boyton men voted solidly for him, 
with perhaps, one other vote. 

Mr. M. cU. Fulton then presented the name of 
Hon. William Reese, but it is said his name was 
withdrawn withouta ballot. 

Ballots were then had on Messers. Cook,Simmons, 
Lawton, Crisp, Lawson, and W. E. Smith, the 
Boynton men voting solidly for them, and Mr. 
Guerry occarionally voting with them. The six 
Bacon men had voted steadily for Bacon, the four 
McDaniel men for McDaniel, and Mr. Willis, of the 
Cook committee, forjeither,Cook or Bacon. 

The other gentlemen tendered by the Boynton 
meu were not supported by th@solid Boynton vote 
because the Bacon men who were first on the list 
never split their votes, and there was consequently 
no chance to elect them. 

At length Judge Erwin, who represented Major 
McDaniel, was sent for by that gentleman fora con- 
sultation. At this time the excitementin the lob- 
by wasintense. A rumor wasafloat that Governor 
Brown and Mr. Bacon were in consultation in a 
room in the capitol nuilding, and on this rumor, 
either correct or incorrect, all sorts of theories were 
builded. 

Major McDaniel mei Judge Erwin in the ante. 
room of the senate chamber and after a few words of 
earnest conversation handed him a letter. This was 
his formal withdrawal from the race.

THE GOUGAR-MANDLER SUIT. 


Mrs. Gougar Receives an Award of 65,000 Damages, ‘ 
After a Irial Lasting Twelve Weeks. 
LaFayette, Ind., April 13.—After being out 
about seventeen hoursthe jury in the Gougar- 
Mandler damage suit, which has been pro- 
gressing for twelve weeks, returned a verdict 
for Mrs. Gouger, fixing the amount of her 
damages at $5,000, Defendant has moved for 
a new trial. 
This celebrated case has created more wide- 
spread attention than anything that hss oc- 
curred inacity which has been noted for 
years for the frequency of its murders, execu- 
tions, devasting fires, and scandals. 
The parties in the case are Mrs, Helen Mars 
Gougar, wife of John D. Gougar,‘as plaintiff. 
and Captain Harry Mandfer, present chief of 
police, defendant. Mrs. Gougar has been 
well known for years as an ardent advocate of 
the cause of temperance, both on the lecture 
stage andthrough the press, and of late she 
has also become a convert to womon suffrage, 
to which cause she lent her customary zeal. 
She has been a moving spirit of the Parlor 
club, a literary society of this city, to which 
also belonged Wilson Dewitt Wallace, 
a leading member of _ the bar. 
As secretary and vice-president of the 
society,the work of arranging the programme 
and assigning the work to members devolved 
upon them, and they were often thus thrown 
together. Waliace is also a radical prohibi- 
tionistand woman suffragist. He isa marri- 
ed man, with a family of four girls. Mrs. 
Gougar, although married has no family. Be- 
tween these two persons, for a series of years, 
there has existed a strong bond of friendship. 
The families were intimate, and tea-party 
gatherings were of frequent occurrence. 
Sume months ego there was considerable talk 
about Wallace and Mrs. Gougar, which blos- 
somed into hints that there was. something 
wrong. 
Last fall Wallace received the republican 
nomination for state senator, which dissatis- 
fied certain classes of hisown party because 
of his views on woman suffrage and prohibi- 
tion. Meanwhile Mrs. Gougar had assumed 
editorial control of Our Herald, a temper- 
ance organ, which was very pronounced, es- 
pecially against the opponents of Wallace 
whose election the paver advocated,. and 
through Mrs. Gougar’s agency, to a large ex- 
tent, a W.C. T. U. canvassof the county was 
made by the women, Mrs. Gougar being one 
of the main speakers. Her course aroused 
much dissatisfaction in the republican ranks, 
while the democracy were divided as to 
whether she was helping or hurting them. 
Wallace was defeated by forty-four votes, 
which caused Mrs. Gougar to make Our 
Herald more bitterthan ever. November 20, 
1882, Dr. B. F. Ingersoll,a prominent physician 
and active republican, called upon Mayor 
McGinley, a democrat, and requested him to 
hasten to the mayor s office and suppress any 
proceedings that might be brought -there, or 
in the grand jury against Wallace and Mrs.

A CANNIBAL TRIED AND CON- 
VICTED OF MURDER. | 


Alfred G. Packor Murders a Mining Party of Five 
Mer, and Feasts for Days on Human Steak— 
The Sickening Details of the Crime Nar-. 
rated in Court by the Criminal. 


Denver, Col., April 13.—The trial of Alfred 
G. Packer, the San Juan ghoul, charged with 
murdering his five companions in San Juan 
county in 1872, which has been in progress 
at Lake City several days. was concluded yes- 
terday, and the case was given to the jury. 
The evidence shows that a party of six of 
ganized in Utah in 1872, to prospect in south- 
ern Colorado. While ih the vicinity of the 
present site of Lake City, blinding storms 
coming on, they lost they way and food gave 
out. For days together they lived on rose- 
bads. The men became desperate and some 
were crazed. While his companions were in 
this condition, Packer deliberatety batchered 
the whole party, and for several 
weeks lived from flesh cut from 
their bodies. Yesterday, in the course of 


the trial, Packer made a statement calmly 
and for two hours detailed the experience ‘of 
the party from their setting out, closing with 
the most sickening details of the murder, and 
his subsequent feasting on human flesh, 
claiming that the killing was done in self de- 
fense. The evicence shows that each mem- 
ber of the party, except Packer, a 
large amount of money, upon which the 
ghoul has since been living. After nine years 
of wandering he was captured a few: 
wecks ago near Fort Fetterman in 
W yoming. The evidence was Cir 
cumstantial. The jury this morning return- 
ed a verdict of guilty. A motion will be 
made for a new trial an the ground that the 
murders were committed on an Indian reser- 
vation and that this egurt has therefore no 
jurisdiction. 


BRADY'S SENTENCE. 


The Irish Inyincible Sentenced tobe Hanged for the 
Phealx Park Murder. 

Dupin, April 13.—The trial of Joe Brady 
was continued this morning. The defense 
called tu the witness stand a clerk named 
Kennedy. He swore that he spoke to Brad 
who was accompanied by a girl, on Domini 
street between five and seven o’clock on the 
evening of May 6th last, the date of the Phee- 
nix park murders. He recognized Annie 
Meager who testified yesterday that she was 
with Brady on that evening as the girl in 
question. The witness said that he also met 
brady on the following day. The latter de- 
clared that murders would ruin the cause of 
Ireland. Uponthe conclusion of Kennedy’s 
testimony the defense announced that they 
would call another witness. The argument 
of the couff$el for defense and prosecution 
followed. The judge finished his charge at 
thirteen minutes after 3 o'clock, and the 
verdict of the jury was rendered at 5 
minutes before 4. When the ver 
dict was read a deep but suppressed 
murmur wentround the court room, and 
Brady, who up to this time had been singt- 
larly composed and free from emotion, 
turned ashen pale. Dr. Webb star > to 
make a motion, and after com silenc . 
had been restored, and before the Mber a 
pronounced the sentence of death, an 
impressive voice: “I desire to move for ap 
arrest of judgment.” He alleged that under 
the crimes act, the jury was not legally formed, 
that the prisoner had not received notice 
that he was to be tried before a special jury. 
The motion was denied by Judge O’Brien, 
who now said to the prisoner: ‘“‘Have you 
anything to say why sentence of death should 
not now be pronounced upon you?” Brad 
responded in a loud, clear and firm voice: “f 
am not guilty of the charge which the infor- 
mers have sworn on me, These men would 
swéar away thelife of any one to save their 
own.’ The sentence was then pronounced, At 
tersentence had been pronounced, Brady who, 
in the meantime had recovered his com- 
posure, rose and with solemn vehemence 
protested his innocence of the crime. After 
— his last declaimor he was hutried 
from the courtroom by the officers. In the 
street the announcement of the verdict had 
been received with marksof utmost disfavor 
and condemnation. Great crowds of people 
had waited about the doors of the tribunal 
until the conclusion of the trial, and now 
were packed still closer about the building, in 


the hopes of getting a sight of the condemned 
man, as he was taken to jail.

THE CAPTURE OF ANDY TAYLOR. 

One day last fall, Sheriff Tate, of this 
county, and Deputy Conway started with 
John Taylor, a prisoner charged with murder, 
to Knoxville for trial. When at Sweetwater 
Bob and Andy Taylor, brothers of 
Jobn, boarded the East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia train flourishing pistols and 
in the-excitement Sheriff Pate and Deputy 
Conway were shot dead on the train. John 
Taylor was released and all made their escape. 
Five thousand dollars reward was offered for 
“ach of the murderers. A few weeks after 
the occurrence Bob Taylor was_ killed 
by Sheriff Goodin while on a train near 
Lebanon, Missouri. His body was 
brought through the city and taken to Loudon, 
Tenn., and delivered to his relatives. The 
following dispatch received in this city to- 
night explains the capture of another of the 
murderers: ‘‘Emporia, Ks., April 15.—The 
officers here got on to clueof Andy Taylor, 
the Tennessee murderer, who had been work- 
ing on a farm in this county since about the 
first of March, On the 10th 
instant he found out that he 
was suspected, and left on the following 
morning for Colorado. He wus followed by 
Under Sheriff Kremer and T. N. Dixon, 
special deputy, who overtook, and after some 
difficulty, captured him at Newton, in this 
state, about seventy-five miles west 
of here. On the way back they were met at 
the Peabody by Sheriff Ryan, and together 
brought him back to this city, where he was 
lodged in the county jail. He has since been 
secreted by the officers, who are holding 
him for the reward, and who 
are very reticent about making 
disclosures in regard to the capture or the 
whereabouts of the prisoner. They claim 
that they have spent a considerable amount 
of money in effecting his capture, are sure of 
the man, and say that when they have re- 
ceived the reward offered they are ready to 
turn him over to the Tennessee authorities.

THE MOUNTAINS. 
the Base of the Blue 


The Grand fPan@rama from 
Ridge. 
From the Gainesville, Ga., Eagle. 

Forty-eight miles from Gainesville the 
Blue Ridge mountains loom up in their 
grandeur. From the base to the top, by the 
road, it is two miles’ hard climbing. The 
rugged rocks, steep declivities and bare trees 
cast a gloomy aspect over all the mountain 
side until at last the summit is reached. 
There a grand panorama is stretched out 
for miles and miles around, the view 
being unobstructed by any material ob- 
ject. Nature is a faultless artist and work 
is welldone. Here a knoll of spruce and 
white pine, there immense rocks, bare of 
every vestige of vegetation, here a rippling 
brook, and there in the valley a field of 
green wheat springing from the bosom of 
mother earth, drawing its sustenance from 
the rich meadow, that man may eat and live. 
Thus ina measure the scripture, ‘‘dust to 
dust’’ is fulfilled. 

Eleven miles beyond the Blue Ridge, in 
Union countv, is ‘‘Track Rock.’’ Here a 
deadly battle was fought between the Creek 
and Choctaw Indians. The Creeks gained 
the victory, and after burying their dead, set 
about in some manner to commemorate 
their victory, and they carved in the soft 
soapstone rock, the tracks of all the animals 
on the American continent. And at this day, 
though many portions of the rock have been 
removed, may be seen the tracks of human 
beings and hundreds of domesticated and 
wild animals. 

Three miles to the right of Tesantee gap is 
one of the strangest freaks ofnature. A rock, 
weighing hundreds of thousands of tons, and 
known by the simple and unpretending 
name of ‘‘Cow Rock,’’ is balanced contrary 
to the laws of gravitation, on a small rock 
not more than three feet through. It is said 
to be impossible to overturn this rock, 
though one hundred men with levers, have 
tried and tried again, but in vain, for the 
monarch of rocks holdsits own at the pres- 
ent day, with a fair chance, unless some ter- 
rible upheavel in the bowels of the earth 
should overthrow it, to remain thus, until 
the last trump shall sound. 

The solitude of these immense forests is 
one of the most influential things that can be 
brought to bearin concentrating the ways of 
his Maker. 

In the busy throng of city life, a criminal 
may live with his crime locked in his. bosom. 
but let a murderer come tothis solitary place, 
and having nothing to distract his thoughts 
from his crime and the pangs of conscience 
would beso intense that he would willingly 
die to rid himself of his intense agony.

When itcomes to tish, there isa place in 
Irwin county that can beat the world, and we 
wish to state right bere that we can prove 
what we are about to say by Governor bagby 
and Captain R. G. Fulghum.

WEAPONS DBADLY.

POISON OINTMENT 

The first group, to which reference will be 
made, consists of three poisons prepared by 
the Moqui of Arizona. The first of these is 
called Li-ki le-li-wi—poison ointment. Poison 
given internally to cause death, whether in 
powder or liquid, has no definite name _ be- 
yond its being “bad medicine.’ The “poison 
tment’ is prepared in thiswise: A rattle- 
snake is tormer.ted until it bites itself. when 
the priest of the ‘‘snake order’’ dips the arrow 
point, as well asa short portion of the shaft, 
into the blood obtained from the serpent. Ir 
is stated that a wound from such an arrow 
will cause death in from three to four days 
under ordinary circumstances, and in a much 
shorter time if the victim has been fasting for 
a day or two, a condition in which an Indian 
is frequentiv found even in times of peace. 
The second vuriety is prepared from the 
“uutibie vee,’ which, afier being maddened 
by being disturbed in the nest and struck at 
by withes and branches, is killed. The in- 
sects are then gathered and crushed ina prim- 
itive stone mortar, where the mass is thor- 
oughiy macerated, after which the arrows are 
anointed in a manner similarto the preced 
ing. Weunds are not liable to cause dan- 
gerous results, although they become exceed- 
ingly inflamed and very painful, the etfects 
being attributable to the presence of formic 
acid. The third variety is prepared by 
crushing a number of large red ants—a va- 
riety found all over the northern elevated 
areas—in a similar manner as the pre- 
ceding, and in which the arrows are‘ dip- 
ped. This poison is not necessarily a fatal 
one, though instances have been given on 
“Indian authority.’’ The present writer has 
treated wounds caused by this insect in sev- 
eral instances, when great constitutional dis- 
turbances resulted in ashort time, followed 
by inflammation in an aggravated form and 
sometimes accompanied by delirium. The 
Indians state that if a man be wounded with 
an arrow freshlv poisoned he will be debili- 
tated (after the first symptoms of excrtement 
are over). frum which he may not recover for 
seyeral weeks or perhapsa month. The last 
two substances may be prepared by any one 
of the tribe, as they are used in hunting, but 
the first named is prepared only, as has been 
Stated, by the priest of the Snake order and is 
used in warfare with neighboring Indians 
OLiV. 
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VENOM FROM THE RATTLESNAKE. 

The Apaches, occupying the habitable areas 
of Arizona, im..ediately south of the Mogui 
Pueblos, prepare a poisen composed of the 
venom of the rattlesnake mixed with the de- 
composed liver of a deeror antelope. The 
modus operandi could not be ascertained in 
detail, though itis probable that the method 
may be similar to that formerly practiced by 
the Teton Dakota, among whom the writer has 
witnessed the ceremony. A rattlesnake was 
searched for at one of the prairie dog towns, 
and when discovered was secured to the 
ground by means of a forked stick, so as to 
prevent its escape and yetnotto injure it. An 
assistant would then pierce a deer’s liver, 
which bad been procured forthe purpoge, and 
upon insertinga short pole, would thrust it to- 
ward the serpent, who would repeatedly bury 


its fangs. In this manner the venom 
was secured, and when the snake 
refused to bite again it was 


destroyed. The liver was then placea upon a 
tall, upright pole, where it was allowed to de- 
compos2, after which it wss crushed in a 
Small dish, when the arrows were dipped into 
the mass and allowed to dry. Poisoned ar- 
rows were carried in double quivers, and tied 
together with a black band or piece of clotn 
to distinguish them from harmless ones, Ser- 
pent venom Was employed by the Siris of 
western Sonora. After a small excavation 
had been tiadce in the ground a cows liver 
was introduced tovzether with centipedes, 
scorpions and a \rattiesnake. After teasing 
these creatures for a while with the hope that 
the liver mightreceive most of the venom 
discharzed during their angry struggles it was 
removed aud crushed into a jelly, into which 
the arrows were dipped. 
APACHE ARROWS. 

A par he arrows which have bee n properly 
hesmesred with pylson are readily distin- 
yuished fromthe ordinary weapons by the 
dark reddish-brown coating over the anterior 
portion of the shaft immediately back of the 
vrrow head. The latter also presents the 
same appearance at times, though were. this 
the ou y portion to which poison had been 
&ip.ied there would be difficulty in identifi- 
cation, as the errow points are generally se- 
cured to the end of the shaft by the liberal 
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application of mesg uite gum. after whic 
tinew threads are appiied for greater security, 
The Shoshone and Banak Indians of western 
Nevada prepared poison in the following 
manner: “An antelope or a deer is entrapped 
or caught by wounding it, 
when “a rattlesnake is brought 
and made to bite it. The animal is imme 
diately killed and the blood collected ina 
vessel] procured for the purpose. Into this 
the arrows are dipped and afterward allowed 
to dry, when they are ready for ure. It is 
probable that the snake venom exeris no in- 
fluence in this inetance, as the amount ab- 
sorbed into the system of the animal between 
the moments of being bitten and killed would 
be very slight indeed, The Pah-Utes, just 
south of the Shoshones, remove the heart of 
a large mammal and place it into 4 corres- 
ponding cayity in the ground. Kattlesnake 
fangs, with the poison sacs, are then ground 
into a pulp, with a horned toad or two, which 
mass is then emptied into the cayity of the 
heart and allowed to decompose. The whole 
mass is said to dry into a tough 
lass resembling cagutchouc, That 
is finally cut into smali pieces. 
In poisons prepared by the combination of 
serpent venom and decomposed organic mat- 
ter it is not positively known which, if p 


_ both, of the substances acts as the woxic agen 
_ Vases tous far observed or recorded have 
sulted in septicamia One in pi 
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ticular, a mere scratch upon the shoulder 
blade, died in great misery in less than a 
week, though not before the flesh had liter- 
ally dropped from the back *as far down as 
the hips. It is probable that the septic poissn 
of the or@fnic matter remains active fora 
reater period of time than theserpent venom, 
yeing favored by the immediate drying in the 
drier atmosphere of the extreme western 
p'ateaus, Dr. 5, Wier Mitchell's experiments 
do not demonstrate to what length of time 
serpent venom may be keptin a dried state 
and retain its virulence. The active principle 
(crotaline) may remain active under favora- 
ble conditions for an indefinite length of 
time, but then the symptoms would be ex- 
hibited in a manner strikingly similar to those 
after afresh wound inflicted by the serpent, 


which thus far has not been observed. Pro-- 


fessor F. V. Hayden and Colonel James Ste- 
venson have both observed the Blackfeet and 
Assiniboine Indians procure the pure serpent 
venom by causing a secured snake to bite a 
ciean piece of bark. ‘The arrows were applied 
directiy to this without the admixture of any 
other substances, 
SUPERSTITIONS AND MEDICINE MEN, 

Curious superstitions exist in connection 
With this strange custom among yarious 
tribes. An intelligent Sisseton Dakota in- 
formed me that his father had been a great 
shaman in his time and knew all the “‘secrets 
of the plants.’ He hada poison which, if 
rubbed upon a bullet, would cause the bullet 
to strike the desired oject if the gun was 
merely held in the direction without regard 
to accurate aim. Though, if the hunter had 
once raised his weapon and failed to shoot, 
the bullet would be worthless unless again 
handed to the shaman. Another mode of 
preparing buliets was by drilling small holes 
Into it with the point of a knife, into which 
Was spread a paste made of the 
bark scrapings of the cactus(opuntia missou- 
riense). he Pitt River Indians prepare, at 
times,a mixture of the Juice of the wild parsnip 
and the decou:posed liver of a dead dog. This 
was also practiced by neighboring tribes in 
California, although the custom appears .to 
have originated with the former, as far as can 
be ascertained at this day. Among the south- 
ern Esquimaux the body of a dead whaler is 
cut into small pieces and distributed among 
his friends who are of the same profession, 
each of whom. after rubbing the point of his 
lance upon it, dries and preserves his piece, 
asa sort of talisman. ‘The Kaiteramaut, a 
tribe of the same stock, believe 
that to be successful in whale 
hunting the body of a whaler must be pro- 
enred by murdering Lim, when the fatty por- 
tions ares#moved trom the body and boiled, 
carefully skimming off such fragments as 
may form a scum, which are then allowed to 
become putrid. The points of the weapons 
are greased with this substance, which is con- 
sidered to giye them unfailing success in 
hunting, both afioat and on shore. Numerous 
substances of a questionable character are 
found in all tribes, but their efficaety, in tae 
eases for which they are recommended can 
never be ascertained, as an Indian would not 
admit a failure so long as he can escape de- 
tection.

MAJOR McDANIEL AND GOVERNOR 
BOYNTON. 

The qvestion having been asked, and an 

attempt having been made in certain quarters 


gay that Mr. McDaniel was the earnest and 
cutspoken friend of Governor Boynton during 
the campaign that has just closed. 

Before -he had entered the race he was 
openly for Boynton. After he in the 
race himself, he did not hesitate to say that, 
leaving himself out of consideration, he was 
for Bonyton over any other man in tlie field, 
and thatif he had retired from the race he 
would have preferred to see Governor Boynton 
nominated over any other candidate in the 
field. 

These are facts known to whoever cared to 
inquire, and they can be substantiated by an 
appeal to Mr. McDaniel. That Governor 
Boynton favored Mr. McDaniel over any 
ether candidate who was being voted for, is 
equally true. These two gentlemen doubtless 
never spoke to each other during the conven- 
tion. but when either of them had left the 
Yace t.2 would have been glad to see the other 
nomifMeted.- it was appropriate, therefore, 
that the friends of Boynton made Mr. Mc- 
Daniel governor, by recalling his name when 
he bad himself withdrawn it and given up the 
contest as hopeless. 


Was 
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THE DEMOCRATIC NOMINATION. 

In spite of the persistency with which the 
Boynton and Bacon men aivocated the 
aims of their candidates, there was no real 
element of discord inthe convention. The 
utmost good humor prevailed on both’ sides 
and in ali quarters. The instructed delegates 
insisted Upou carrying out the wishes of those 
whom they represented as long as it was 
2G whle to insist, and when the attitude of 
arties threatened to become unreason-

choice was not only a happy solution of the 
difficulty with which the convention had to 
deal, itis a choice that runs with the cur- 
rent of unanimous public opinion. It isa 
choice which receives the warm applause 
and approval. of the people, and 
will receive their indorsement at the ballot- 
box. Everybody is satisfied. Ipdeed, the 
nomination of Mr. McDaniel is so heartily 
approved that it is looked upon, not as the re- 
sult of acompromise, but as the result of the 
sober second thought of the representatives 
of the people. 
The lamented Stephens could not havea 
worthier successor than Mr. McDaniel, nor 
could the state haye a governor who more 
thoroughly represents the spirit of progress 
and improvement which has taken hold of 
the people. He isa student of men and of 
politics, not the politics that is paramount 
only ina caucus, but the politics which re 
lates society to government. He is cultured 
and therefere liberal in his ideas, but all his 
acquirements and all; his ideas are subordi- 
nate to that hard common sense which meas- 
ures everything and rejects that which fails 
to fit the requirements of strict integrity. 
In Mr. McDaniel every interest of Georgia 
and of the people will find a firm and de- 
voted champion. He will administer the du- 
ties of his high office with a zeal, a discretion 
and a purity of purpose that have never been 
surpassed. It may be that some ofthe small 
politicians will ultimately charge him with 
belonging to a ‘‘ring,”’ a; favorite method of 
disposing of men’who chance to stand in 
their way, but the people of Georgia will 
know that the only ring to which Henry Mc- 
Daniel belongs isthat which embraces the 
entire democratic party of the state. 
FORFEITED LAND GRANTS. 
We are glad to see that the public senti- 
ment of the country is beginning to make, it- 
self felt in regard to the enormous land grant 
swindles that now threaten to absorb the pub- 
lic domain to the use of the railroad corpor- 
ations. Mr. W. 8. Holman, of Indiana, who 
is well known as theinve‘erate enemy of jobs 
of all kinds, has lately given to a newspaper 
correspondent some interesting facts in rela- 
tion to this important subject. As late as 
1875, it was taken for granted that if a land- 
grant railroad company completed no part of 
its road within the time specified, the whole 
grant was forfeited at once, and if only a part 
of the road was completed within the speci- 
fied time, the land not earned reverted back 
to the public domain. This view was the 
more reasonable, as the secreiary of the 
interior could only issue patents to the com- 
pany for land to which it was entitled under 
the terms of the grant, and there is no provis- 
ion of law authorizing him to issue patents to 
companies for land to which they are not en- 
titled when the time for the completion cof 
their-roads expired. 
This question was vigorously debated in 
congress in 1872, and those who resisted the 
issue of patents to a Wisconsin road for land 
to which it was not entitled under its grants 
were successful. It was shown that the orig- 
inal occasion, or pretense, for making this 
particular grant had passed, and that asa 
matter of fact, the land claimed by the road 
was worth 315,000,000—enough to buiid three 
such roads. In 1875, however, the supreme 
court of the United States, which was then, 
and is now, composed largely of men who 
are under obligations to the railroad cor- 
porations, decided that the lands granted 
to these companies passed to them by virtue 
of the act making the grants on a condition 
subsequent, that is the completion of the road 
within the time specified; and that if the 
company failed to complete the railroad with- 
in the time specified, notwithstanding the 
provision that “the land shall revert to the 
United States,” there must be eithera judg- 
an act of 


ment declaring the forfeiture, or 
coagress declaring it, otherwise the title 
would remain in the company. But the 
supreme court did not decide, and Mr. Hol- 
man does not believe that it ever will decide, 
that the secretary of the interior can issue 
patents to these companies, and until the pat- 
ents are issued, the matter is in the control 
of congress. 

Nevertheless, under the adminisiration of 
the pious Mr. Hayes, and in pursuance of 
his orders, of these forfeited lands 
have been patented. It is believed that Com- 
missioner McFarland is opposed to the issue 
of patents for forfeited lands, and that Secre- 
tary Teller proposes to await the action of 
congress, but this is not certain, and there is 
great danger that the public domain will be 
divided up among the railroad corporations, 
and that the setilers who have secured humes 
thereon will be ousted: 

Senate report 561, first session of last con- 
gress, shows that in 1866 congress granted cer- 
tain lands for the benefit of the Denver and 
St. Joseph railroad companies. Years after- 
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ward, whenéthe lands became valuable, and 
after ‘‘the pioneers had peopled the 
country,” to use the language . of 


the report, the company began to look after 
itslands. In the meantime, the company 
having built no railroad, before. the land had 
been withdrawn from the public donain the 
pioneers settled on it in largenumbers. Some 
took their quarter sections under the home- 
stead law, others by preemption and pur- 
chase, and obtained patents from. the United 
States. 

In the language of the report, ‘‘the lands 
were sold and resold. Preemptors, settlers 
and owners improved the same in many cases 
with valuable buildings, fences and orchards, 
and paying taxes, increasing the value in 
some cases to $20 and $25 jperacre.’’ The re- 
port further states that the company seemed 
to acquiesce in these government sales and 
patents and selected ‘indemnity lands,’ 
and then the company sold 
these lands which had been so patented to 
the settlers to three speculative gentiemen in 
Philadelphia, who, without a note of warn- 
ing, brought their actions against the settlers 
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| a way out of the difficulties by means of al|this ,matter. There are forfeited grants

A search has since discovered $3,000 in gold in a 
couple of hidden jugs, but the rest isstill unfound., 
FORT RAE AND THE DOG-RIB INDIANS 
In a letter to Nature, Captain Dawson, the com- 
mander of the British Circumpolar Expedition 
stationed at ort Rae, thus describes that remote 
northern point and its inhabitants: Fort Rae lies 
in lat 62 deg. 88 min. I’. and long, 115 deg. 25 sec. W. 
from Greenwich, half way up along gulf of Great 
Slave Lake that runs for about 10) miles in a north- 
west direction from the mouth of the Yellow Knife 
river. The fortis situated atthe foot of a rocky 
hill thatrises some 200 feetabove the lake, which 


is about four miles wide at this point. 
The Indians who resort here for trade hunt 
for the most part in the ‘barren 


lands’’ nearthe Coppermine river, whence they 
bring quanitieg of skins and beef from the musk- 
ox, Which seems to be very abundant. Deer too, 
are very plentiful, andin the winter they migrate 
in great herds from the barren Jand to the country 


between the arm ofthe lake on which Fert Rae 
liesand the Mackenzie. Sometimes these herds 
pass quite close to the fort,and take two or three 
days in passing. Their numbers must be very 
great; a single band has been known to kill over 
19,000 juanordinary season, This year the deer 
have pussed at some distance, but thé Iudians are 
now, December 1, bringing in fresh meat daily. 
These Indians are of the ‘‘dog-rib’’ tribe—a 
quiet, inoffensive race, like all the wood-Indians, 
‘they are almost all Roman Catholics, the missiona- 
ries of that religion being very numeérous.in th 

country, and they are certainly very devoted and 
hard working. There are also Protestant missiona- 
ries, but they do not appear to have madeany con- 
yerts. The Dogribs are a branch of the Chipewyan 
family who occupies all that portion of the conti 

nent between the Rocky mountains and Hudson’s 
bay to the north of the parailel of 55 degrees, They 
are unprepossessing in appearance, and their 
language is almost 4 pope by a Euro- 
pean. Their alphabet,if they had one, would con- 
tain no less than Seventy-one letters, that being the 
number of distinct sounds. I believethe language 
isallied tothe ancient Mexican—atanvy rate the 
Navajois the nearest toitof existing languages — 
end tne combination of letters that one sees in Mex- 
ican names (tl, forinstance,) are common in this 
language. ‘The Dogribs have the remarkable pecu- 
liarityofanational habitof stammering, which is 
mostmarked in those who seldom come into the 
fort.

time to-wit; on Ist March 1883; and these 
respondents say that they can conclusively 
prove to your honorable body that. in their peti- 


tion upon which Circular No, 35 was issued, they 
neither made misrepresentations nor mistakes as to 
what was saidand cone by said W. V. McCracken. 

Respondents admit that said W. V. MeCracken 
did deviine te sigu any paper or agreement in rela- 
tion ‘o the questions made by tne ssid petition 
which calied forth said circular No. 35>. But they

The Knoxville and Ohio. 
From the Knoxville Tribune, 

Yesterday afternoon the Louisville and Nashville 
and Kast Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railroads 
were joined together at the Kentucky state line, 65 
miles from thiscity. This event marks a new era 
in the development of Knoxville. It opens up 
other inexhaustible fields of coal and otherlines to 
the great west. The road has been built leisurely 
and with great care, thousands and thousands of 
dollars having been spent in its construction. The 
scenery along its line is grand, especially between 
Careyville aud the state line Here it is that the 
train penetrates five tunnels within a distance eof 
one mile, four of which can be seen through at one 


glance from the rear of a irain. 
ry 


The tunnels are cut through mountains 
ol solid limestone rock, ihus making 
them natural monuments to the in- 


dustry aud enterprise of the builders. Ilere and 
there, from the mountain sides, gushes a spring 
with water as Clearasacrystal. The towns along 
the road are destined to become commercial cen- 
ters, many of which are already adorned witha 
handsome depot and section houses, built aeccor#- 
ing to the sane pattern by the 
East Tenneseee, Virginia an Georgia 
railroad. The company’s force is now employed 
at Newcomb station. Thisis situated three miles 


from the Kentucky state line, and is the 
junction point for Jellico Mountain Coal 
company, Within two miles of Newcomb 


there are five mines, one of which has a capacity 
of fifty cars per day for @ hundred years—at least 
that 18 as far as the coal company would allow the 
geologist tocalculate. The state line, or Jellico, 
will also necessarily become a place of some im- 
portance. Already a large hotel ornaments the 
northern hillside, that overlooks the level that will 
soon contain the depot and yards of the roads. The 
ki. T., V. and G. railroad owns twenty-five acres of 
ground, and the Louisville and Nashville six ecres 


on their respective sides of the Siate line, and the 
two compasies will erect the union 
depot for the benefit of both roads 
t is hoped to open the road on or 


before May Ist. No detailed arrangements huve as 
yet been made regarding schedules. The trains will 
at first necessarily be slow, a+ part of ihe line is en- 
tirely new. The opening of this line will be of in- 
calculable benefit to Knoxyille. lt will opeu up 
new business, aud bring an increase in the number 
of passengers on the already crowded Knoxville and 
Ohio trains. This road tothe state line has been 
coustructed at an enormous outlay of money. Itis 
said the Careyville tunnel alone cost about $150,000. 

In this counection it is proper to state that the 
lining of this tunnel is one of the finest pieces of 
masonry that has ever been put together in East 
Jeanessee. Major’. C. Anderson, the engineer in 
charge of this work, hopes to complete it in about 
three weeks. The distance to Louisville by this 
line is. 265 miles, making it practically a 
short journey in this day of fast travel. The Knox- 
ville and Ohio roads will also toon be con- 
nected with Cincinnati by anair line route. The 
Kentucky Central people are now constructing the 
continuation of theirline from Paris. When this 
iscompleted Kuoxville will have a parallel line to 
the Cincinnati Southern which will be 45 miles 
shorter, with equally as fine, if not finer scenery 
than the noted Cincinnati Southern railroad.

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THE GILLETTS GONE. 


FROM BUSINESS INTO THE HANDS 
OF A RECEIVER. 


A Tobacco Firm Goes to the Wal! After a Brief Bus- 
iness Career—An Immense Lot of Debts and s 
Limited Lot of Assets—VWho the Heavy 
Creditors Are— Mr. Gillett Arrested. 


The heaviest failure that has occurred in Atlan ta 
in some time came to pass yesterday. About ten 
months ago Messrs. William 8. and John T. Gillett, 
two highly respected young men, of Bainbridge, 
Georgia, located in thiscity and engaged in the 
wholesale tobacco and cigar business, under the 
firm style of Gillett Brothers. Possessing a neat 
capital, and being of good moral and business 
stending, the firm soon became known in busi- 


ness circles and was considered good 
for any account’ they might make; 
in fact their trade was sought 
from all parts of the market. As soon 4&3 the 


firm became established, Mr. John T. Gillett went 
back to his home at Bainbridge, leaving the busi- 
ness under the direction of his bru'her, Mr. William 
S. Gillett. Since beginning business the firm has 
been honored with a liberal share of patronage, and 
was looked upon as a_ splendid firm to 
deal with, aud it was generally conceded 
in business circles that the new firm was fast gain- 
ing popularity and doing well. Yesterday morn- 
ing things took another course, and the failure of 
Gillett bros. was circulated throughout the 
civy, which report was surprising [0 all. 
After being in business about three months, the 
firm sold out to J. D. Ponder & Co., but about three 
mouths ago, repurchased. From parties in position 
to kuow, it seems the firm has been buying goods 
from Various manufactureson open accountamong 
the number Turner, Trout & Co., of Reanoke, Va., 
to Whom they owed a considerable amount, For 
some reason the firm failed to meet their obli- 
gation with Turner, Trout & Co., promptly, which 
resulted in the Virginia firm engaging the services 
of Messrs. Gray aud Westmorelaud aud the filing of 
a creditor’s bill fora receiver. This was done yes- 
terday morning and ‘was heard by Judge Ham- 
mond, who granted the request and appointed Mr. 
Kdward Angier temporary receiver, aud the sheriff, 
according to iaw, proceeded to close the store dools, 
Subsequently other credliors filed their claims. 
The case will be heard this evening by Judge Hlam- 
mond and a permane t receiver will be 
appointed. Immediately after Mr Angier 
had been appointed four representatives of the 
firm's creditors were put to work taking stock and 
investigauing thecoudition cf the firm’s books. 
The committ-e was composed of Messrs. T. B. 
Payne, C. B. Caraway,/.J. Hall, and isaac Haas. 
The committee went to work at once. 

-The bocks were in rather a complicated fix, but 
from them the assets and good debts of the firm are 
esiimated at about ¢20,000, ‘he accounts also show 
that the firm owes about $62,000. Mr, W. M. Blount, 
of Bainbridge, isa preterred creditor for $12,000, 
while Messrs. 'f. ©. Williams & Co., of Richmond, 
Va., Messrs. F. K. Burton & Co., of Lynchburg, 


Va., and others, hold morigages on the stock 
for the sum of $4200. It was also stated 
that during the past few days, Mr, 


Gillett has drawn all the firm's money, with the ex- 
ception of a few dollars from the bat «swith which 
they deposited. Last night, the gentleman investi- 
gallng te firm’s books were upable to see @& single 
railroad receipt for goods shipped over any roud 
siuce the firstinstant. Late yesierday afternoon, a 
party wasio search of Mr. Gillett lor the purpose of 


serving some legal papers, but his where- 
abouts could not be obiained. It is 
said that between five and seven 


o'clock yesterday morning he was seen to be haul- 
ing goods away from the store and about nine 
thousand dollars worth was ttored in Uliver’s 
warehouse. A prominent railroad official says 
that on day before yesterduy Gillert & Bro. received 
seventy-five thousand cigars not one of which, ac- 
cording to the statemeut of the committee, could 


be found in the stock, ihe complicated state of 
sffairs ied Mr. T B. Paine, representing 


Holzmann, Deutschberger & Co., of New York, and 
Valentine & Son’s, of Pennsylvania, to swearout a 
warrant agaiust Mr. W.S.Giliet, charging him with 
cheating and swindling. The officers could not 
fiud Mr. Gillet, although makingga considerable 
search. It was thoughtthat he had left the city, 
Lust night Mr. Paine went to Mr. Gillet’s room over 


the stone of H. A. Fuller & son, and kuocked, 
Mr. Crilket was it}, but Mr. Paine 
was deuied admission, and could not 


getin. Mr. Paine urged that Mr. Gillett admit 
hizmn as he desired toconfer with him. Mr. Gillett, 
however, refused tolet him in and turbing out the 
light, prepared to retire. M1, Paine then proceeded 
tu the stailionhouse andin company with Captain 
Couch and Officer Stroud, again went to Giilett’s 
room. After some parleying the door was opened 
and Mr. Gillett taken to the statiomhouse. There a 
CONSTITUTION reporter methim and asked fora 
statement of the circumstances which brought on 
the firm's embarrassment. Mr. Gillett was very 
angry from having been taken out of bed and re- 
plied that he had nothiug tosay. ine reporter ex- 
plained that he desired to secure any Statement 
wat Mr. Gillett might choose to make. The gentle- 
man still refused to talk and the reporter said: 

“It was thought to-night that you had leit the 
city.’’ ‘ 

“ft nevereven contemplated such a step and the 
man who says su tel sa lie!’’ was the emphatic re- 
sponse. 

‘‘T hear that some of the books are missing ?’’ que- 
ried the :ecribe. 

“Thatisalie! Thereis notone single book or 
piece uf paper hid or missing, and I can show every 
book ever usedin handling our business.”’

‘We did not always make entries on the books of 
everything sold.

Further than that, Mr. Gillett wasdumb and no 
amountof questioning could draw anything else 
fromhim. He offered to pay a policeman to guard 
his room last night, put the officer decliped and 
Mr. Gillett spent lastnightinacell, There will be 
creditors’ meeting to-day.

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AN OLD CAUSEWAY. 


What the Laying of a Sewer Mas Developed of At- 
Janta’s Early Iilstory. 

The excavation for the new sewer near the 
corner of Pryor and Mitchell streets, has brought 
some curious things to light. Old citi- 
zeus well remember when all the lowerend of that 
square wasa swamp, the hill above it falling off 
very abruptly. When Atlanta bed just passed from 
the villagy proportions of Marthasville to the dig- 
nity ofa city, one of the principal roads leading 
to its small row of stores passed 
through this swamp. It was so muddy as 
to be almost impassable in wet weather, and the 
citizens built a hundred feet or so of Causeway, or 
“corduroy’’ road, using pine poles to make a rough 
but passable thoroughfare. Gradually the swamp 
was filled up,and when the Kimball house was 
built the vast amount of dirt taken from its found- 
ation served to bring the entire bheck toa level. A 
great portion of itis from twentt to thirty feet of 
made soil. The workmen have gone down 
in preparing for the sewer as far as the old cause- 
way.and though the poles were put there thirty-five 
vears ago they are still in perfect preservation. 
Whatis stranger is that the needles of the pine 
saplings used are also there yet. The causeway, if 
cleared off to-day, would be a most as good as when 
the primitive council of Atlanta wentto what was 
then a huge expense to lay it. The sewer will soon 
be completed, and the earth will be tumbled back 
op the old causeway perhaps never to be disturbed 
again.

A DBATHIN JAIL, 


Jeff Coffee. an United State* Prisoner, Dies of Meaales 
in Falten County Prison. 

On Thursday the 5th of April, John J. and Jeff E. 
Coffee, two brothers from Towns county, were tried 
in the Unttres States court for illicit distilling and 
found guilty of the charge. One of them. John J. 


Coffee was sentenced to three monthsimprisonment 
while his brother Jcff was more fortucate aud got 


off with a sentence of 30 days and a 
fine of $90. After sentence had been 
passed and the prisonershad been con- 


ducted to jail they were allowed to occupy any 
cell they Gegged, provided it was not already 
crowded, T o brothers asked to be placed in a 
cell which was occupied by other prisoners named 
Kite, Martin ani Bowen, the entire party being 
well acquainted. Accordingly their wish was 
granted. Afiera few days had elaysed, they con- 
tracted measles, which at present is prevalent in 
the jail. Night before last John J, Coffee was dan- 
gerously ill and it was thought he wpuld not live 


through the night, while his brother 
was considered in a critical condition, 
Late in the night theirconditions were somewhat 


improved, and the jailer and his assistants were 
vreatly surprised to find, about § o’clock that Jeff 
wasin a dyiug condition. A courier was .sent for 
Dr. J. M. Boring, the courty physician, who soon 
arrived, but too late, asa speedy death was evident. 
About balf past nine o'clock the unfortunate man 
breathed his last. On the same pallet lay the sick 


brother of the dead man, unable to move. The 
scene was an affecting one and _ will 
ne remembered by all who visited the 


jail as one of extreme sadness. The surviving 
brother has requested that the remains be sent to 
the family of the deceased in Towns county for in-

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FULTON’S AFFAIRS. 


ANINVESTIGATION BY THE GRAND 
JURY OF THE COUNTY. 


The Presentments and an Accompanying Statement 
From the Board of Commissioners of Roads 
and Revenues—An Interesting Exposi- 
tion of the Affairs of the County. 


Yesterday the grand jury of the superior court 
concluded its labors and was discharged by Judge 
Hammond, who, in dding so thanked the jurors for 
their "services and commented upon the high 
standing of the juries as they are now made up. He 
said that it was a matter forcongratulation that the 
best citizens of the county were willing to under 
take the discharge of the important duties that de- 
volve u} on the grand juries. Below are the pre- 
sentments: 

Presentments of the grand jury of Fulton superior 
ceurt for the first and second week, spring term, 
1883. 

The grand jurors chosen, selected and sworn fcr 
the first and second weeks of the spring term of Ful- 
ton superior court beg leave to make the following 
presen tments: 

We have, through a committee, examined the 
alms house and the county chaingang. 

The camps at the stockade’near Peachtree are in 
very good condition, but two prisoners sick, (with 


measles) all the others were at work. 
The treatment of the prisoners is humane, and 


they are supplied with a sufficient amount of 
wholesome food. There is quite a tract of land be- 
longing to this establisnment, which is under good 
cultivation where vegetables are raised for their 
supply and wse. 

The whole management shows that itis conduc- 
ted with excellent judgment, and that Captain 
Donaldson is the right man in the right place. 

The alms house isin nice, clean condition, the 
immates all seemed to be satisfied, and all of them 
speak very highly of the kind treatment received 
from the superintendant, Dr. Hope. 

The buildings are notas good as might be for 
the cold weather, but we are informed by the com- 
missioners that they intend to erect suitable build- 
ings nearer the city as soon as possible, perhaps be- 
fore another winter. We would respectfully recom- 
mend that they do so. 

We found the convict camp, nearthe East Ten 
nessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad, in good con- 
dition, and under admirable management by Cap- 


The prisoners are treated humanely, supplied 
with sufficient food, and now doing road work on 
the extreme southern portion of the city, and be- 
low city limits, between Windsor and McDonough 
streeis. 

We have examined the stateconvict camps, loca- 
ted in this county, and a thorough investigation of 
the camps of B, G. Locket & Co., situated near the 
Chattahoochee river,and found the same in good 
order, well kept,and no sickness. The prisoners 
are well supplied with food, clothing and blankets. 

Thecamps of Grant & Co., located in the 
southwestern portion of the city are properly kept, 
only one man sick, and we believe all the require 


ments of law regarding the convicts complied with 

We have through various committees examined 
the books of the ordinary, clerk of the supe:ior 
court, county treasurer, and justices of the peace, 
and find them ail correctly kept, except some few 
books of the justices of the peace. We would recom- 
mend that the justices be more particular and have 
every case entered on their docket, and whenever 
any warrant isissued, that. the same shall be at once 
docketed, and in every case the cost be itemized. 
We have not had time to examine the books of the 
county commissioners, but have been favored with 
a very able report showing the receipts and expen- 
ditures ete., which report we append toand submit 
with our presentments, as we think the information 
should be published for the benefit of the taxpayers 
ofthecouuty. We have not had time to examine 
the books of the tax receiver and collector, and 
sheriil, and leave this business to succeeding grand 

uries. 

In regard to the jail we find the same in good 
condition, well kept and managed. Among the 
county prisoners there are some compleint that 
they do not receive a sufficient amount of food, but 
after a thorough examination we are satistied they 
do receive an adequate quantity of food ofthe kind 
and quality furnisned, 

The sheriff of the county is paid twenty-five ceuts 
aday per heed for the county prisoners. After a 
thorough examination of this matter with a desire 
to do full justicetoall parties, we leage this matter 
in the bands of the county commissioners, who are 
men of intelligence and integrity, and in whom we 
have the highest confidence that they will see 
justice done and any wrong cor- 
rected. We would respectfully suggest to 
the county commissioners that they see 
that some changes are made in the food forthe 
county prisovers, and occasionally they be furnish- 
ed with molasses and bread made from flour: also 
vegejables. We have examined the books and 
vouchers of the county school commissioner, and 
find the same neatly kept, with a few small errors 
which we request the board ofeducation to have 
corrected. 

During the year 1882 there were run by the board 
of education 37 schools for three months, of which 
26 were for the education of the white pupils and 11 
for the education of the colored pupils. There were 
in attendance in said schools 2,3)1 pupils, at a cost 
of one dollar, fifty-nine cents and nine mulls per 
pupil for three months, and fifty-three cents and 
three mills per month per pupil, which gives an 
average attencance of pupils in each of the schools 
of 62 during the three months. 

We would recommend that a general registration 
law be passed by the legislature, which shalt in its 
provisions be stringent, requiring all persons qual 
ifiea to vote toregister before voting, and that our 
representatives be requested to urge the passace of 
such a law, and in case such alaw cannot be pass 
ed to apply to the whole state, that a local law be 
passed for Fulton county. 

We requestour county commissioners tohave all 
professional beggars found in Fulton county follow- 
ing the avecation of begging sent to the alms house, 
where they can be maintained without annoying 
the citizens of the county. 

In taking leave of his Honor, Judge Hammond, 
we tevder him our thanks, and also to Solicitor 
Geveral Hill for his kind attentions to our body.

ALMSHOUSE.

more comfortable quarters. We have expended 
very little in improvements at the present location 
for the reason that we contemplate a change soon.

SMALI POX, 

We have had two cases of smallpox in Buckhead 

district, on the farm of Car Cox. We at once estab- 


lished a quarantine, under the direction and con- 
trolof Dr. J. M. Boring, the county physician. It 
cost the county about $300 00 and all danger of the 
spread of the disease has been arrested. 

NEW COURTHOUSE. 

The new courthouse is now about completed, but 
has not yet been turned over to us by the building 
committee. The emount of the original contract 
for building it was $86,500.00. There has been paid 
to the contractor the sum of $81.496 80. We have 
not been notified of the amount of extra work. 

COUNTY INDEBTEDNESS. 

The indebtedness of the county consists of 240,- 
090.00 of “‘courthouse bonds’’ bearing seven per 
cent interest; $12,000.00 of which fall due Novem- 
ber 1, 1883, $13 000.00 November 1, 1884 and $15,000.00 
November 1, 1885. They were all disposed of at a 
premium, 

COUNTY TAX, 

The county tax forthe fiscal year 1882 has been 
very rapidly collected. There has already been 
collected the sura of $92,307.65, which has been 
prompny paid over to the county treasurer. There 
is still outstanding, which will be coliected, about 
$4,000.00. 

A8s we promised in our last report we reduced the 
county tax for 1882, 20 percent. Wedo not know 
yet whether we can effect a further reduction for 
this year. Much dependson the amount of extra 
work contraeted for on the new courthouse by the 
building committee for the same and the increased 
expense following the occupation of a new and 
The proprieties may require con- 
siderable outlay in order to maintain the dignity to 
be assumed consequent upon the altered ‘position 
and condition of affairs.
